THE TAX COMMOTION. 


Dying Echoes of Pittsfield's Complaint 


Against North Adams. 


As the disappearing view of much 


smoke and little fire created by the Pitta- 
field Eagle, tbe following article from that 
paper pretends to tell what is in store for 
tax-sinning North Adama another year. 
Wednesday's Eagle says: 


The attention of the public having been 


called to the very unjust scale of prop- 
erty valuations now in force in Berkshire 
county and more specially to the very low 
valuation of property in North Adams, 
the next thiup to be considered is a rem- 
edy for this evil. Of course no one ex- 
pects that the North Adams assessors will 
make any move to correct this matter for 
that would be an acknowledgement on 
tbeic. part that they hud been taking 
advantage of their power to the detri- 
ment of the rest of the county. 
Whatever 
is done must 
be done 


hv the towns which 
are 
nuffeririE. 
The policy of undervaluation has been 
pursued by North Adama tor thirty or 
forty years at least and never but once has 
anv check been placed upon her and the 
effect of that rebuke was only temporary. 
By reference to tne records in the office of 
the county commissioners we find that in 
1871 
tho town of Adams which at that 
time included the towns Adams and North 
Adams, mid a countv tax ot $8151 and that 
Pittsfield paid $14,443, and that in-the fol- 
lowinf vear (18721 the town of Adams 
paid S12.432 and Pittsfield paid J14.-779. 
It 


will be noticed that H one vear the town 
of Adams inc-eased hsr valuation so that. 
she paid $12 431i county tax in 1872 against 
$8152 in 1871, an increase of $4280 in a 
single year, or over half as much again 
from one year to the next while Prttsfield 
pnid about the same amonut for the two 
years. 
' 
Of course there was a reason for this 


sudden increase in valuation, and we 
are sorry to say it was not because of any 
sudden spasm of virtue on the part of the 
North Adams asessors either. 
It was 
brought about in this way: The Pitts- 


I field representative to the general court 
in 1872 was William H. Murray who 
from his previous connection with the 
board of assessors In Pittsfleld was per- 
fectly aware of the unlawful valuations 
nlaced on property in the town of Ad- 
ams, and at the proper time Mr. Mur- 
ray 
appeared 
before the 
committee 


of "County Estimate" of the state legisla- 
ture, and stated the facts of tbe case. 
The case was ao plain that the effect of 
Mr. Murray*s vigilance was instantane- 
ous. 
The committee immediately re- 


quired the assessors of the town of Ad- 
ams to correct their books whereby the 
valuation of the town was increased fifty 
per cent. Some one has very properly 
osired what remedy The Eagle proposes 
in this matter. It seems to us that Mr. 
Murray's course of 1872 is the one to be 
pursued now. 
The county tax having been laid for 


this year it is too late to do anything 
about it this year, but there are other 
years coming and it should be the pledged 
duty of the representatives elected from 
this district this fall not to leave any 
stone unturned until thia unlawful and 
unjust practice is stopped. 
There is no 


qnesttoa but that justice can be secured 
for Pittsfield and that at least $5000 per 
year can be saved for our taxpayers. It 
see ma to us that long and extended com- 
ment on this affair at this time would be 
useless, and as it has been pointed out, it 
is Loo late for any action this year, but the 
public can rest assured that this matter 
will nut be forgotten and the assessors of 
the -'Western Gateway" will do well to 
take notice of vhe feeling- of the rest of 
tae county and of Pittsfield in particular, 
and adjust their valuation in 1898 at 
an honest figure.

EDXTOBTRANSCRIPT:—It would appear 


from the evidence presented by the TKA.K- 
SOBIPT of May 25, that the refusal to 
grant fourth close licenses has been a 
"wise move" in the interest of temper- 
ance. The evidence of the saloon-keepers 
seems to be unanimous that leas liquor is 
aold, and while a \oryfcwmorepeople 
get drunk in the saloons and are arrested 
on the street, the home drunkenness has 
been far less. 


Of course theaaloon keepers will claim 


that the traffic is driven to other license 
towns, and that there is really a*, much 
drinking outside the saloons aa ever. 


While it may be true that a few men go 


to other places to get their bottles filled, 
the great mass of home drinkers will go 
without their rum, to the great benefit of 
their families. It must be remembered 
always, (as a member of our present leg- 
islature lately said,) that whatever con- 
cessions tbe liquor men may ask for, in 
regard to legislation, or the action of offi- 
cials in enforcing law", granting licenses, 
etc., they always ask for favors as tem- 
perance measures. Chief Kendall's evi- 
dence is positive as to the beneficial re- 


tits of the action of the license commis- 


sioners in North Adams. 


If the bottle buying is dead and there Is 


no can or pail buying, there will be no 
home drinking, Tha action of the license 
commissioners in North Adams will be 
felt in surrounding towns quite as much 
as in that city. The good influence is 
plainly visible in thin town generally, and 
it is claimed that it has affected college 
circles. 


Whatever the saloon men may say about 


driving trade from North Adams, the fact 
will remain that the less alcoholic drink 
is sold, the more money will be spent in 
legitimate trade. The trade of people 
who go to North Adums and get a quarter 
of a pound of tea and a gallon of whiskey 
will not amount to much. 


Probably there is not a, North Adams 


merchant who would not say that hie pay- 
ing patrons are, as a rule, temperance 
people. It la an universally acknowl- 
edged fact that the use of alcoholic drink 
makes those who use it poor. 


Anything that induces poverty will not 


tend to increase prosperity. We do not 
know a more fallacious idea (BO fallacious 
that it lacks the least particle of common 
senae) than the idea that the sale of al- 
coholic drink 
benefits a community. 


Directly the reverse is always true. We 
may be (airly certain* that if' the liquor 
dealers favor a-meosare, that measure will 
increase the sale of ntcoholic drink. 


They will plead temperance but will al- 


ways mean intemperance. The TRAN- 
SCRIPT favored the ^action of the license 
commisasoners, and the evidence which 
it presents shows conclusively that it vras 
right, and that it was "a wise move.*'

The Republican today Buys that since 


the announcement was made of the date 
of the trial of John O'Neil, charged with 
murder ot Mrs. I Eat tie E. McCloud of 
Shelburne Falls, the attorneys for both 
the government and the defense have 
begun the work of strengthening any 
weak points in their evidence. District 
Attorney Hammond has been in consul- 
tation this week with Frederick L.
